The explosion was terrific. The gate plate 
mill, 90 by 100 feet, with a roof 60 feet from the 
floor, was blown to fragments. It is all but 
miraculous that the loss of life was not, 
greater. A piece of the boiler, weighing 
nearly six tons, was blown across Eureka ay- 
enue, a distance of 2,000 feet, striking Bren- 
nan’s brick store and e e tearing out 
a large hole in the wall. 

THE DAMAGE. 

The second boiler was lifted, almost intact, 
and carried fifty feet. On one end of the boil- 
er rested a great section of the iron roof. 
From under this and behind a mass of splint- 
ered wood, twisted iron and shattered brick 
came the most pitiful moaning and cries. 
Part of the ruins were in flames. The hose 
was brought out and water turned on fora 
minute or two before any attempt could be 
made to rescue the imprisoned men. Thea 
Finn’s body was found. The top of his head 
was blown off and the timbers all about were 
spattered with blood. He died before he 
could be taken from the ruins. McGloy was 
found half way between the body of Finn and 
the spot where the boiler had stood with a 
section of the smoke-stack covering the up- 
per portion of his body. His head was 
crushed and portions of his brains spattered 
the rusty irons. The limbs were twitching 
when he was taken up, but life was just flick- 
ering out. Both these men were badly scalded. 

Green was unconscious and frightfully 
mutilated. The buck of his skull was fractured 
so that a finger could be laid in the opening. 
His jaw was broken, shoulder smashed and he 
was otherwise bruised on all parts of the body. 
It is surprising he lived at all, but he lingered 
for quite halt an hour. He was found thirty 
feet a wav from the place of the explosion. The 
cause of the explosion is unknowa. The loss 
is about $10,000.

CAUSED MUCH SURPRISE. 

All the reports given out at the door of Gen.

There- 
fore considerable surprise was manifested 
when the 8:30 o’clock bulletin was issued and 
the physicians said over their own signatures 
„that the patient’s condition at that hour 
still justifies the gravest anxiety.’’

DISCOURAGING REPORTS. 

Dr. Pepper of Philadelphia, who was sum- 
moned last night by telegraph, reached Wash- 
ington at 5:45 o’clock this morning. He was 
met at the station by Col. Blunt with a car- 
riage and driven direct to the house, arriving 
there about6éo’clock. The other physicians, 
with the exception of Dr. Lincoln. were wait- 
ing for him, and upon his arrival all imme- 
diately proceeded to the sick chamber, where 
Dr. Pepper made a careful and thorough 
diagnosis of the case. That the results 
of his examination were not of an 


eneouraging character is clearly shown by the

Col. Sheridan came out of the house about 8 
o’clock, and throwing his arm affectionately 
about the neck of Mary, the General’s eldest 
child, who was playing onthe lawn with her 
two little sisters at the time, took her down 
the street with him for a short distance. As 
he passed the newspaper men in waiting, he 
smiled and told them that the General had had 
a comfortable night and looked very much im- 
proved this morning, adding that he bad — 
come from his bedside. ‘The General has 
had a bad time of it,“ he remarked, as he 
walked away, ‘‘but I think he will come out 
all right yet. 


NO IMPROVEMENT. 

At 12 o’clock it was announced that the Gen- 
eral’s condition was practically unchanged. 
There has been no recurrence of the heart 
trouble since this morning. Nevertheless, no 
improvement is noted. Rev. Dr. Chapelle and 
Mr. Moxley, who furnishes the oxygen used 
in the treatment, were with the General a short 
time. No bulletin will be issued for an heur 
or more. 

NO CHANGE. 
The following was issued at 2:30 p. m.: 
2p.m.—No material change has been no- 
ticed in Gen. Sheridan’s condition since the 
issue of the last bulletin, and certainly no 
change forthe worse. He has been sleeping 
quietiy at intervals for three hours.

MANAGEMENT OF THE CASE. 

So severe was Gen. Sheridan’s relapse yes- 
terday afternoon that Father Chapelle was 
summoned to administer extreme unction. 
Only by rapid work was the crisis tided over. 
The sick man might have died atany moment. 

The Post says: ‘‘The situation had become 
so serious thatthe army surgeons, who bave 
been in charge of the case, determined to call 
in civilian aid. Itis a matter of opinion if 
their action in calling in outside assistance 
was notdue te despair. They had reached 
the end of their rope, and their patient was 
dying. Under the circumstances, they, per 
haps, were not averse to dividing the 
respousibility. At this point a little inside 
history may not be out of place. Several days 
after Gen. Sheridan’s first attack a physician 
was cailed in whose name has never appeared 
on any bulletin. He found that digitalis had 
been given in large quantities and to a danger- 
ous extent. He ordered its suspension and 
substituted strychnia, a powerful nervine. 
He, too, suggested the use of —4— The 
result of his course was seen in the long rally 
which followed the attack of . morning 
and which lasted until Wednesday night. Hav- 
ing given directions as to the treatment he 
retired, and, immediately after, other compli- 
cations arose. The odema of the legs grew 
so intense that the patient, who had been lying 
in areclining-chair in a half-sitting posture, 
was transferred to a bed and placed flat on his 
back. The strain on the legs being thus re- 
duced, aided perhaps by bandages, the 
cdeina of the legs disappeared, but the mat- 
ter which produced the @dema was not en- 
tirely eliminated from the system through the 
kidneys. like a bottle on its side, the fluid, 
as suggested in the Post, penetrated the abdo- 
men. hen instead of penetrating the heart 
sac and producing death, it found its way into 
the lungs, producing congestion and the 
cough .The cengestion and the cough increased 
and brought on the relapse of yesterday. 

“When Dr.Linceln came his keen insight dis- 
closed the difficulty and suggested relief. 
While indorsing what had been done, he had 
no hesitation in shenging the treatment. To 
relieve the pressure on the lungs, the General 
was bolstered up in bed, and to carry off the 
water which had congested the lungs, cathar- 
tics were administered. This treatment seems 
to have been followed with a measure of suc- 
cess, but no great encouragement is now held 
out dy any one. 

GENERAL OF THE ARMY. 

The lack of favorable tidings from Gen. 
Sheridan has inspired somewhat un 
usual efforts on the part af his 
friends in Congress to give expres- 
sion to the public admiration and respect for 
the warrior.

OCoLumBus, O., June ].—The Post-DIsPaTou 
correspondent called on ex-Senator A. G. 
Thurman this afternoon and asked him in re- 
lation to the Vice-Presidency. 

Jou newspaper people, said the Senator, 
will never let a fellow alone. There have been 
four or five newspaper men calllng on me 
every day for a week.’’ 

The country at large is deeply interested in 
the question of your candidacy for the Vice- 
Presidency?’’ suggested the correspondent. 

‘*There must be some mistake about that, 
for people cannot be interested in a thing that 
does not exist. I am not a candidate for the 
Vice-Presidency or for any other office, con- 
sequently there can be no real or actual inter- 
est in my assumed candidacy.’’ 

„But your name is just now being men- 
tioned in all parte of the country as the one 
likely to be selected at St. Louis. 

That may be, but no one has been author- 
ized to use my name in that connection I 
want no office of any kind, and 
consequently am not an aspirantfor the Vice- 
Presidency. I look upon this whole matter as 
being intended asa friendly compliment, but 
I would much rather that my friends would 
compliment me by not mentioning my name 
in that way. 

But they doubtless assume that you are 
desirous of seeing President Cleveland re- 
elected, and’’— 

‘*There is no ground for either assumption 
or supposition on that score. I am desir- 
ous of seeing Mr. Cleveland re- 
elected. All that I can do in 
that behalf will be done cheerfully, and, in 
my opinion he will be elected by an increased 
majority. Aman with the courage, the hon- 
esty, the patriotism and the statesmanship of 
Grover Cloveland deserves such an indorse- 
mentatthe hands of the people, as his re- 
election would imply.’’ 

But in the event of your unanimous nomi-

Senator Thurman has given substantially 
the same answers to every newspaper cor- 
respondent who has called on him, but to none 
bas he so far made the declaration that he 
would refuse the nomination if tendered 
him, He takes the position that 
his name will not go before the Con- 
vention, consequently he is not called upon 
to decline. Some of the Senator’s most inti- 
mate friends say that he will accept the Vice- 
Presidential nomination if it is tendered 
unanimously, and say further that if 
the convention wants him on the 
ticket, the proper course to pursue 
is to give him the nomination without waiting 
for his assent which he will feel obligated to 
give afterwards, asaduty to his party, and 
that he was never known to shirk a duty that 
devolved upon bim.

He appeared at dress parade clad in his regi- 
mentais and looked so small that it was with 
difficulty he was seen from one end of the 
regiment to the other.

SHERIDAN IN BRONZE.

The most graphic art work 
is a statuette of Sheridan on horseback. It is 
ot bronze and about two feetnigh. Sheridan 
has taken off his hat and is waving witb it bis 
troops on to battle.

WAR RELIOS. 

In one corner of the large parlor stands a 
mohogony cabinet filled with curiosities and 
relics representing some of the leading facts 
of the Generals life. The meerschaum pipe 
that be smoked throughout the war lies here, 
It is well colored, and its use is shown 
by the burning off of the edge of the bowl. 

Here are beautiful canes, curiously carved, 
the gitts of many a friend, and here, in one 
compartment, are several costiy historic 
swords, each of which represents a great 
honor conferred upon its owner. ese 
swords are of gold and of silver. Tue handles 
of some of them are inlaid with precious 
stones, and one chased silver and gold has a 
handle made in the form of a silver statue 
of Minerva in the act of * a spear 
into the mouth of the golden snake, which 
winds itself out from the statue, with hissin 
od ge looks into her face, forming the gu 
of the sword. 

The General’s service-sword, which he car- 
ried during the war, is now in Chicago being 
chased and engraved with seenes of the battles 
in which Gen. Sheridan took the most promin- 
ent part. It is ashort sword, and it will be 
the only one of the collection which has seen 
active service. One of these swords were p 
sented by the Army of the Cumberland, and 
there is a gavel here which is made-of wood 
cut from the field of the battle of Chica- 
mauga. 

Beside this lies a miniature silver canteen as 
large as a watch, the present of an old com- 
rade in arms, and in another compartment are 
many rare and curious coins and beautiful 
medais.

SLIGHTED SHERMAN. 


The Old Warrior Not Invited to the New 
York Memorial Exercises. 


By Telegraph tp the PosT-DisPaTcu. 

New YorK, June 1.—The statement pub- 
lished yesterday with regard to Gen. Sher- 
man’s absence from the Decoration Day re- 
view and from the memorial services at the 
Metropolitan Opera-house in the evening, that 
the only living Amerfcan General had been 
overlooked in giving out the invitations, was 
received with incredulity by both Grand 


Army men andthe pubiic. That such a con- 
spicuous character should have been forgotten 
did seem almost impossible, but it turns out 
to be true. The General was seen at his room 
in the Fifth Avenue Hotel last evening and 


said: 

‘*Yes,it is a fact that I received no invitation 
to memorial services in New York either for 
day or evening. As far as the review was con- 
cerned, it made no difference, for I had prom- 
ised to go to Hoboken and take part in the un- 
veiling of the soldiers’ monument there. That 
invitation I accepted two months ago, and it 
proved a most interesting and impressive oc- 
casion. But I was sorry not to have the op- 
portunity to hear Mr. Depew and Col; Inger- 
soll. When I returned from Hoboken I 
felt. sure I would find a oard of 
admission to the Opera- house had 
been sent me, but there was none in my box. 
My secretary says he is positive none was re- 
ceived. I have not lost a letter of any de- 
scription in years. If the invitation which is 
said to have been signed in the latter part of 
April was sent to St. Louls by mistake (for 
they still claim meas a member of my post 
there), is would have been remailed to me and 
I should have had it. I feel it in my bones, 
33 that the neglect was not inten- 

ional, 

No, there are no Grand Army men anywhere 
who would pass me by purposely. But I re- 

retted it because I wanted to hear Depew and 

ngersoll. I went down stairs and tried to 
buy a ticket but it was too late and had to give 
itup. I am afraid they think more of the non- 
combatants nowadays than they do of men 
who fought the country’s battles. I hear that 
they had plenty of boxes at the Opera-house 
for men who never fired a shot, and three of 
these boxes, I am told, were empty on 
Wednesday.’ 

Gen. Sherman expressed much apprehen- 
sion regarding Gen. Sheridan. 

THE GENERAL'S CARD. 

As the press represented the slight to the 
General he has published a letter in which he 
makes a plain statementof the case. In clos- 
ing he makes a suggestion which will be of 
interest tg all. He says: 

‘‘And now Il address my comrades of the 
Grand Army, which made these civic cere- 
monies possible, as one of themselves, not 
claiming any privileges by reason of ex- 
alted rank and honors far above my 
deserts, if it is not better that 
we should devote Decoration Day to the 
cemeteries which contain our honored dead 
and the dedication of permanent monuments 
in their honor for the teaching of patriotism 
to future generations instead of swelling 
street parades and —— for the glorifica- 
tion of the ‘belligerent non-combatants,’ 
who make use of us for their own purposes, 
Your friend, W. T. SHERMAN.’’

Like himself, his words have had 
the truering. He pleaded the German cause, 
first to have a German missionary appointed 
for the West; and then on behalf of the en- 
dowment of the rman Theological Sem!i- 
nary. His voice Commanded the entire atten- 
tion of the gieat assembly. Earnest and 
ringing and just, his speech drew forth loud 
applause.. He has also the full confidence of 
allin the wisdom he utters on behaif of his 
people. We may well be proud of him as one 
of cur commissioners of the St. Louis Presby- 


tery. 

He describes also the anti-negro scene: 
There was the most intense excitement in 
the assembly on Friday afternoon when the 
report ofthe Oommittee of Conference was 
beforethe house.

The 
episode was most unfortunate. It aroused a 
spirit at once that all desired to be kept quiet. 
Dr. Paxton made an explanation, at the insti- 
gation of Mr. Wanamaker. The affair is on 
every tongue.

SMOTHER THE SMOKE. 


—U 2 — 


NO HOFFE FOR THE oaD maden UNTIL 
NEXT OCTOBER. 


The Municipal Assembly on the Eve of Ad- 
journment—The Agitation Is Not at an 
@nd—It Will Be Renewed With Vigor 
When the Assembly Meets Again—The 
Bill and Proposed Amendments—What 
Will Be Dene, 


The Municipal Assembly will probably 
adjourn for the summer to-night. If it should 
not do so the adjournment will not be delayed 
beyond Monday. There is no hope then to 
obtain any legislation for the benefit of the 
people before the summer recess. However 
the Post- DISPATCH will see to it that the evils 
of the smoke nuisance shall not lack thorough 
presentation to the Assembly when hat body 
meets again in the fall. 

The principal object of the agitation con- 
ducted thus far bas been to awaken the people 
to the fact thatthe nuisance can be abated. 
Considerable discussion of the matter has 
resulted, and the friends of the 
ordinance introduced by Delegate Stone 
into the House of Delegates are prepared now 
to meet all objections that can be raised. 
They are prepared to show the baselessness of 
all objections and the sophistry in all argu- 
ments against the bill, 

The smoke nuisance can be prevented to a 
very great extent. That has been demon- 
strated so clearly that no one who fairly 
considers the matter can decide otherwise. 
There are smoke-preventing appliances in 
use in a number of the factories in the 
city, and the proprietors of such factories 
testify to the success of the:appliances in 
smoke preventing and fuel saving. 


Manufacturers in Chicago, Cincinnati,Cleve- 
land and Pittsburg testify by the hundreds to 
the excellence of devices used in those cities 
by them. Yet there are St. Louisans who as- 
sert that prevention of the smoke is impossi- 
ble. They want the city to demonstrate the 
possibility of such prevention before they are 
compelled to abate the nuisance. They want 
to shift the burden, that is all. They do not 
want to be compelled to be at any expense for 
the public good. They do not care for 
the public ood only 80 tar as 
it affects themselves. The people have borne 
the growing nuisance of smoke for years. 
They have annually lost thousands of dollars 
in dress goods, furniture and houses ruined 
by smoke and they are now insisting upon the 
expenditure by manufacturers of a few hun- 
dred dollars that they may be relieved. 

The following is the ordinance which Mr. 
Stone introduced in the House of Delegates: 

Sec. 1. The emission of dease smoke from an 
stack anywhere within the — shall be deemed an 
ig hereby declared to bea puodlic nuisance; provided 
that chimneys of buildings used exclusively for pri- 
vate residences shall not be deemed within the pro- 
visions of this ordinanee. The proprietor, lessee and 
occupant of any building who shall rmit or allow 
dense smoke to issue or be emitted from the chimney 
of any building within the corporate limits of the citv 
of St. Louis shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and for every such offense shall be fined not less than 

during any 
committed 
80 


offense. 
pec. 2. It shall be the dutv of the boiler inspector 
of the city of st. Louis to cause this ordinance to be 
enforced, and to make complaint againstand cause 
to be prosecuted all persons violating the same; pro- 
vided, however 9 no convictiom shall be had under 
this ordinance for failure to com ly with the erm 
hereof until three months after the approval of the 
same by the Mavor. 

The ordinance was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Police and Work-house and was by 
itreported back to the House without recom- 
mendation. It can be called up for consider- 
ation at any time after the reassembling of the 
House next fall. 

Mr. Stone will then suggest several amend- 
ments. To that clause exempting private 
residences will be added such words as will 
make it oy that flats are not exempt. A 
clause will be lucorporated exempting pud- 
dling and sulphur furnaces, as no device is 
known which will prevent the smoke in 
them. The time for the enforcement of the 
ordinance after the Mayor has signed it, or 
after it has become a law without his signa- 
ture, will be extended to six months. 

Otherwise the ordinance will be passed as it 
now stands. It will be passed because the 
people demand it, because the people need it, 
and because the Muticipal Assembly, as 
‘servants of the people, Cannot afford to over- 
look their juet demands. 

It would have been better for everybody if 
the ordinance had been passed before the ad- 
83 as then during stoppages of 

actories in the summer for repairs ap- 
pliances for smoke preventing could be more 
easily put in. However, with six months’ 
grace all manufacturers will be able to com- 
ply with the law. The dust was blowing for 
years before the mp nee ee | could be made to 
see the possibility of abat pe that evil.

Correspondent ‘‘L’’ of tne Mid-Continent of 
this city, writing from the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly at Philadelphia, speaks of the 


St. Louis representatives. Of Dr. Niccolls’ 
address to the union meeting of the Northern 
andthe Southern Assemblies he says: ‘‘He 
caught the great congregation at once as he 
boldly and most — urged the pre- 
eminent place of preaching inthe evangeliza- 
tion of the masses. Nothing can take the 
lace of the living voice of the preacher. Dr. 
iccolis pleaded for carrying the Gospel to the 
masses and not toa elass. is address pro- 
duced a marked influence upon the great con- 
gregation. In golden-tongued eloquence and 
ower filled the minds of the two assem- 
lies and the great public mass with truths of 
the greatest value. Frequent applause greeted 
his finely put sentences and glorious truths.

SMOTHER THE SMOKE. 


— — — — 


NO-HOPE. FOR THE ORDINANCE UNTIL | 


NEXT OCTOBER. 


The Municipal Assembly on the Eve of Ad- 
journment—The Agitation Is Not at an 
€nd—It Will Be Benewed With Vigor 
When the Assembly Meets Again—The 
Bill and Proposed Amendmentse—What 
Will Be Done, 


The Municipal Assembly will probably 
adjourn for the summer to-night. If it should 
not do so the adjournment will not be delayed 
beyond Monday. There is no hope then to 
obtain any legislation for the benefit of the 
people before the summer recess. However 
the Post- DisPaTou will see to it that the evils 
of the smoke nuisance shall not lack thorough 
presentation to the Assembly when ¢hat body 
meets again in the fall. 

The principal object of the agitation con- 
ducted thus far bas been to awaken the people 
to the fact thatthe nuisance can be abated. 
Oonsiderable discussion of the matter has 
resulted, and the friends of the 
ordinance introduced by Delegate Stone 
into the House of Delegates are prepared now 
to meet all objections that can be raised. 
They are prepared to show the baselessness of 
allobjections and the sophistry in all argu- 
ments against the bill. 

The smoke nuisance can be prevented to a 
very great extent. That has been demon- 
strated so clearly that no one who fairly 
considers the matter can decide otherwise. 
There are smoke-preventing appliances in 
use in a number of the factories in the 
city, and the proprietors of such factories 
testify to the success of the: appliances in 
smoke preventing and fuel saving. 


Manufacturers in Chicago, Cincinnati,Cleve- 
land and Pittsburg testify by the hundreds to 
the excellence of devices used in those cities 
by them. Yet there are St. Louisans who as- 
sert that prevention of the smoke is impossi- 
ble. They want the city to demonstrate the 
possibility of such prevention before they are 
compelled to abate the nuisance. They want 
to shift the burden, that is all. They do not 
want to be compelled to be at any expense for 
the public good. They do not care for 
the public ood only so tar as 
it affects themselves. The people have borne 
the growing nuisance of smoke for years. 
They have annually lost thousands of doliars 
in dress goods, furniture and houses ruined 
by smoke and they are now insisting upon the 
expenditure by manufacturers of a few hun- 
dred dollars that they may be relieved. 

The foliowing is the ordinance which Mr. 
Stone introduced in the House of Delegates: 

Sec. 1. The emission of dense smoke from any 
stack anywhere within the city shall be deemed and 
is hereby declared to bea public nuisance; provided 
that chimneys of buildings used exclusively for pri- 
vate residences shal] not be deemed within the pro- 
visions of this ordinanee. The proprietor, lessee and 
occupant of any building who shall permit or allow 
dense smoke to issue or be emitted from the chimney 
of any building within the corporate limits of the citv 
of St. Louis shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and for every such offense shall be fined not less than 
$25 nor more than $100, and every 1 during any 
part of which the above offense shall committed 
shall constitute a separate offense. 

peo. 2. It shall be the dutv of the boiler inspector 
of the city of st. Louis to cause this ordinance to be 
enforced, and to make complaint againstand cause 
to be prosecuted all persons r same; pro- 
vided, however, that no convictiom sUall be had under 
this ordinance for failure to comply with the terme 
hereof until three months after the approval of the 
same by the Mavor. 

The ordinance was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Police and Work-house and was by 
itreported back to the House without recom- 
mendation. Itcan be called up for consider- 
ation at any time after the reassembling of the 
House next fall. 

Mr. Stone will then suggest several amend- 
ments. To that clause exempting private 
residences will be added such words as will 
make it pas that flats are notexempt. A 
olause will be imcorporated exempting pud- 
dling and sulphur furnaces, as no device is 
known which will prevent the smoxe in 
them. The time for the enforcement ot the 
ordinance after the Mayor has signed it, or 
after it has become a law without his signa- 
ture, will be extended to six months. 

Otherwise the ordinance will be passed as it 
now stands. It will be passed because the 
people demand it, because the people need it, 
and because the Municipal Assembly, as 

‘servants of the people, Cannot afford to over- 
look their just demands. 

It would have been better for everybody if 
the ordinance had been passed before the ad- 
2 as then during stoppages of 

actories in the summer for repairs ap- 
pliances for smoke preventing could be more 
easily put in. However, with six months’ 
grace all manufacturers will be able to com- 
ply with the law. The dust was blowing for 
years before the Assembly could be made to 
see the possibility of abat pft that evil. The 
smoke is an equ evil, and t must be abated.
